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FTC Investigating If Risk Firms 
Are Run Within Anti-Trust Laws 


Survey, Result of 1944 iia Court De- 
cision in South-Eastern Underwriters’ 
Case, May Take a Year.

WASHINGTON, July 13 — An 
inquiry by the Federal Trade Com 
mission, to determine whether the 
insurance business operating 
within the federal anti-trust laws 
is now under way. It 1s a delayed 
action result of the Supreme 
Court’s momentous decision in the 
South-Eastern Underwriters case 
of June 5, 1944 

The effects of dex 
which held the insurance business 
subject to federal regulation as 
interstate commerce were ex 
pected at the time to be so com 
plex and sao far-reaching that 
Congress provided a period of 
grace to enable insurance con- 
cerns and state regulatory bodies 
to put their houses in order. That 
period ended June 30. 

The FTC study, which may take 
a year, will De in the nature ofa 
enrvey of state regulations. 
Whether it 4s likely to result in 
cease and @esist orders or anti- 
trust prosecutions could not be 
forecast. The FTC appropriation 
for the job is only $10,000. 

Justice Dept. Position. 

Asked by the Post-Dispatch 
whether the Department of Justice 
was planning a similar inquiry, 
Herbert A. Bergson, head of the 
anti-trust division, said the depart- 
ment would prosecute any in- 
stances of violations that came to 
ta attention but was not Pianning 
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position. They were 
operating under state laws which 
required uniformity in rates and 
various forms of co-operation in 
their businesses, and they were 
sevddenly made subject to federal 
laws which required competition.

raising questions which cannot be 
for years to come, dur 
ing which a great business and 
the regulatory officers. of everv

at equitable rates. In practice, the 
states generally regard insurance 
as a public utility and do not 
seek to compel competitive rate 
making. 

TNEC Recommendation. 


In the late 1930s the Temporary 
National Economic Committee 
conducted an extensive 


and recommended substantial 
tightening of state reguiatory con- 
trols over insurance. The commit- 
tee saw no necessity for placing 
the Federal Government in the 
broad field of insurance regula- 
tion, but stated “there are ad- 
mittediy areas where state regula- 
tion is severely handicapped by 
reason of the interstate character 
of the life insurance business.” 
“The life. insurance business is 
national in scope and is conducted 
on an interstate basis.” the com. 
mitte said. “Life insurance is sold 
in every state of the Union. and 
in no state are there lesxs than AO 
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‘life insurance eompanies licensed | 


to do business.” 

Seventeen life insurance c¢om- 
panies operate in more than 40 
states, while the average number 
of states served by the 75 largest 
legal reserve companies is 27.
